Your memorialists, the Governor and Legis- 
lative Assembly of the Territory of Utah, beg 
leave respectfully to represent, that the citi- 
zens of this Territory have been subjected to 
many diiliculties, privations, exposures, and 
dangers, in cousequence of the sterile nature 
of the soil; the dry and changeable character 
of the climate; the destruction of their crops 
by insects, frosts, and extreme drouth; the 
great difficulty of procuring timber from the 
tops of the mountains and transporting it to the 
low lands, which alone cam be or cnl- | 


and the constant losses arising from Indian, 
robberies and thefts, and the great distance, 
from market; all these things have combined 
to render the early settlers in this mountain 
and desert region, naturally entitled to that 
encouragement and aid which have so liberally 
and justly been extended by the federal Gov- 
ernment to the inhabitants of Territories much 
more favored by nature than Utah. 

Therefore, your memorialists respectfully 
pray your honorable body to grant unto the 
actual settlers in this Territory, such donations | 
of land as were granted to the settlers of Ore- 
gon Territory, by the provisions of an act 
making donations of land to settlers in that 
Territory, approved September 27, 1850.

enjoined by the laws of their country. 
The American citizen who neglects thet 
duty, commits, by that very neglect, the 
first act of treason to his country. It 
may be argued that the federal troops 
are employed to do battle for the nation. 
Where were those troops when we first 
planted the flag of our republie here? Where 
was their artillery when our citizens were 
driven from their watering places and fuel 
forests, ten years ago? Where were 
their outposts when our citizens were 
scalped in their coru- ſields and our women 
and children lay bleeding mangled corpses 
ou the plains? To come still nearer home: 
where were their squadrons, their rifles 
and their sabres, when Gunnison and bis 
escort were butchered and hacked to 
pieces, on the Sevier; and when our citi- 
zene alone dare attempt to sepulchre his 
bones and clip for his weeping widow a 
lock of hair from the mangled corpse of 
the brave Captain. Nearer, and yet 
more near! Where were their brazen 
batteries and champiog chargers last 
Autumn, when the bleeding scalps of our 
citizens swung exultingly as the orna- 
meuts of the red-men’s spears, and the 
matron and her babes lay bruised and 
dead upon the deserts? 


Our whole history inſoi ms us, indepen- 
dent of all these plain examples, that our 
defence and security, as well as the pro- 
tection of our friends, are in ourselves. 
Hence we now say; —if we never before 
made the suggestion, — Arm, fellow 
citizens, arm to the belt! If you have 
but one coat,sell it and buyagun. Your 


pioneers, alone and uneustained, have 
ought you a bome.

THE STATE OF THE UNION. 

From among the many interesting 
speeches on the state of the Union, now 
being delivered at Washington, for every 
purpose—from Buncombe down to the 
breaking up of the Union—we select for 
our readers the summary of a speech de- 
livered by Senator Toombs in the Senate, 
on the 14th of January. 


“Mr. Toomss (Dem., Ga.) said the 
Government had hitherto been able to 
meet all the difficulties which beset it. 
The spirit of a common nationality had 
carried them through the Revolution. 
Soon after the formation of the Govern- 
ment, questions arose which deeply moved 
the public miad, bat when they were re- 
ferred to the ballot-box, the agitation 
passed away, and society felt secure. Now 
all thisis changed. The feeling ot loyalty, 
the feeling of a common country and 
common iuterests, is fast fading away. 
Men no longer regard the compact by 
which they are bound, but large bodies of 
them despise and trample it under foot. 
We have arrived now at a period in our 
history when it is felt throughout this land 
that there is a sectional party which 
brings us face to face with revolution. 
We see this here and hear it proclaimed 
throughout the country, and it becomes 
American Senators to examine into this, 
and provide a remedy. No threats used 
by Senators will arrest this feeling; neither 
will the idea of putting it down by mil- 
lions of men bave any effect. Such 
threats had better be reserved till they 
have returned from the battle, instead of 
being made before going into it. Pre 
dence would suggest they should leave en 
event so uncertain, free from at least abuse 
and threats. The sufficient reason for all 
this is, that the fundamental principles 
of society are assailed, the peace and 
tranquility of the people are in danger, 
and society itself is threatened with dis- 
solution, and no threats or homilies—noth- 
ing but the collision of arms—can settle the 
question with brave men, anywhere. He 
referred to history to show that nations can- 
not hope to be exempt from internal dissen- 
sions, and when all principles of society 
are subverted, then the Stute or body 

olitic is virtually in a state of civil war. 

hat, said Mr. T., is, virtaally, our con- 
dition to-day. We are really in civil war. 
He felt that many of his associates here 
were enemies to the country. He knew 
they were. He knew that every day they 
committed acts which in all civilized com- 
munities would be cause of war. There 
was an organization which desired to 
overthrow the Constitution, and the suc- 
cess of that orgauization is inconsistent 
with the peace and safety of the country. 
This wes an organization which bas been 
gathering force for twenty years, whose 
animating priuciple is hostility to the peo- 
ple and institutions of fifteen States of 
this Union. They have shown, asa party, 
and as individuals, a fixed and unalterable 
parpose, by acts and declarations, in spite 
of the Constitution. In spite of the so 


lemn engagements of their own oaths, their 


fixed purpose is to violently subvert the 


institutions of fifteen States. He knew

If Grecian liberty slept 
for twenty centuries, it slept with houor, 
and if it perished, it did not perish inglo- 
riously. He referred to the speech of 
Danicl Webster, who said if,the Northern 
States should encroach on the rights of 
the South, the bargain between the 
States would be broken. The bargain is 
broken now, and those whose hands are 
red with blood shall not minister for him 
(Mr. Toombs) the Constitution of bis 
country. Were there any members of this 
House on the other side who would 

rowise to carry out the provisions of the 
Fugitive Slave Law? He did not believe 
there were as many as the Lord reqaired to 
save Sodom. It was not that Washing- 
ton and the Fathers had said so and so, 
but they had never said Slavery was not 
authorized by the Constitution; aud here 
was the fraud which the Republicans 
practice on this question. He charged, 
when the Republicans asserted that they 
represented the views of Jefferson and 
the Fathers on the subject of Slavery and 
| the Missouri Compromise, they utter 
what is known toall men to be a nuturivus 
falsehood, and they know it. He read 
extracts from Jefferson’s correspondence 
to show that he favored the extension of 
Slavery,and was opposed to the Missouri 
Compromise. Jefferson protected Slavery 
in Louisiana and Arkausas. This party 
claim that the agitation was reopened by 
the repeal of the Missouri Compromise. 
That shows the principles of the party 
who commenced agitation on the repeal 
of an act which was declared to be uncon- 
stitutional by the highest tribunal of the 
country.

SHEEP HUSBANDRY, 


Urau Co., Feb. Sth, 1860, 

Eprrors Mouxraix zan: —It gives me consid- 
erable pleasure to learn that sheep husbandry is 
beginning to altract that attention among the 
citizens of this Territory which its importance 
demands. The salubrity of our climate, the 
richness of our grasses, and purity of our 
waters, added to my own experience and that 
of others, authorizes the conclusion, that no 
country possesses superior advantages to Utah 
for the growing of wool. Then why should we 
not encourage the increase and improvement of 
the sheep, the most valuable animal domestica- 
ted by man? Our winters are not so severe but 
what our flocks can find pasturage ten months 
out of twelve, on our table-lands and mountain 
sides—an advantage superior to any possessed 
by the finest sheep growing States in the Union; 
for, in those States they must feed from four to 
six months in the year. 

Utah must and will raise her own wool, pro- 
duce her own cotton, manufacture ber iron, 
and supply ber citizens with lead, sulphur, 
copper, saltpeter, paper, nails, and every article 
necessary for the use of man, 

But I am digressing; I only intended to pen 
a few lines on sheep husbandry. I beg leave 
to suggest to sheep growers, that they would 
find it profitable to bestow better treatment on 
their flocks, during the winter season, than 
many at present do. I should like our sheep 
owners to specially consider the great advan- 
tage to be derived from improving their pres- 
ent stock, by eros ing with eitber the Leicester, 
Cotewold or South-down breeds. The advan- 
tage of this cross is manifest, when I state that 
from one-fourth to one‘half more wool and 
mutton is produced for the same outlay that 
would be required to raise for market, a com- 
mon coarse-woolled small framed sheep, not 
exceeding in weight sixty or eighty pounds, 
and producing from three to five pounds of 
wool; while a Leicester or Cotswold would 
weigh from one hundred and twenty totwo 
hundred pounds, and would produce from eight 
to fifteen pounds of wool at a shearing. To 
this difference I would invite the attention of 
sheep-raisers, und advise them to ute the first 
opportunity of sending east for the beat bucks 
that can be obtained. I have recently learned 
that this can be done this spring, throngh the 
President of the Board of Directors of the 
Agricultural and Manufacturing Society, which 
opportunity 1 hope many will profit by.

In European politics, New Year’s Day 
has become an eventful epoch. The Em- 
peror’s short and pithy reply to the Aus- 
trian Embassador’s congratulation in 
1859, set the whole of Europe on the gui 
vive. In one year, armies were raised, 
battles were fought, and Austria was 


etceleras branching out therefrom followed. 
But the business is not settled, and the 
first of Junuary last was looked forward 
to with interest by everybody. As the in- 
auguration of the preceeding year had 


been sigualized by the sound of the war 


trumpet, many seemed to anticipate that 
the present year was likewise to be usher- 
ed iu by a battle cry. All sorts of ru- 
mors were afloat. The Pope’s Nuncio 


was to be equivalent to the delivery of 
his passports. Even Austria was to be 
snubbed again, aud some went so faras to 
talk of another war on the banks of the 
Po. But the Jupiter Touans of 59 is 
converted into the ambrosial god of love 
and peace of 1860. From courtesy to the 
representative of religion, the Pe 
Nuncio was chosen to address the Em- 
peror. Its brevity leads to the concla- 
sion that the corps diplomatique had given 
him no latitude as their spokesman. He 
merely said: — 2 

“Sire—Oa the first day of the year,

So the Pope fames and frets, aud talks 
of withholding bis representative (the 
Jesuit Antonelli) from the Congress; but 
he knows much better than to attempt 
such a bravado in the face of the real 
danger I have just referred to, and so we 
shall see his wily delegate harping and 
carping at the approaching meeting of 
diplomats. 


SPAIN AND MOROCCO. 


A despatch from Madrid, Jan. Ist says: 
“On Friday evening the Moors vigorously 
attacked our encampment, but were re- 
pulsed with great loss. The Spaniards 
displayed great bravery. Their loss, how- 
ever, was not considerable. The rumor 
of peace having been concluded is ulto- 
gether false. 

Lord Howden,late British Ambassador 
at Madrid, and vow residing at Bayonne, 
had addressed a very flattering letter to 
the Spanish Consul of that city. After 
expressing his sympathies for Spain, he 
requested his name to be inscribed on the 
list of subscriptions opened to assist the 
government in defraying the expenses of 
the Morocco war. His lordship had 
given 1,000 francs to that end.
